The last session of the present Con- 


gress will convene on Monday week 
wlien President Harrison's last annua! 
message and Secretary Foster's last an- 
nual report of the condition of the finan- 
ces will be presented to the country.

The $65,000,000 of surplus as stated 


by the Cleveland Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, did not embrace the So-5,000,000 of 
hank redemption fund since covered into

The people have a right to expect from 


President Harrison the truth and the 
whole, truth as to the financial condition 
of the government, and he should state 
it with absolute frankness. And he 
should do more, he should state why 
the government has become in straight- 
ened financial condition and suggest a 
remedy to enable it to meet its obliga- 
tions. This is expected from President 
Harrison because the people have im- 
plicit faith in his official and personal 
integrity.

Above all let the President demand of

sovereigns from Bspanola, said in refer- 
ence to the life-long opposition which he 
had encountered : 
".May it please the 


Lord to foigive those who have calum- 
niated and still calumniate this excellent 
enterprise of mine, and oppose anil have 
opposed its advancement, without con- 
sidering how much glory and greatness 
will accrue fiom it to jour highnesses 
.liroughont all the world. They can- 
not state anything in disparagement 
f it except its expense, ;md that I have 
lot immediately .scut back the ships 
oadert with gold.'' 


Was there not something more than 


lisappointment at the scant pecuniary 
ctnrns ? He knew- that there was a 
widespread dissatisfaction at his personal 
nismanagement of the colony, at his 
alleged arrogance and cupid'ly as a 
foreigner; at his nepotism: at his errant 
faith that brooked no dispute. 
He also 


knew that his enthusiasm had captivated 
the Queen, and that so long as she could 
be held captive he could appeal to her 
not in vain.

It may be that in some way a question of 


the conditions this man was sent to cor- 
rect were the result of the weakness or 
inadaptability of Columbus, or merely 
the outcome of circumstances, enough 
beyond his control to allow of excuses. 
There is, however, no question that the 
Spanish government had duties to per- 
form towards itself and its subjects 
which made it properly disinclined to 
jeopardize the interests which accom- 
pany such duties. 
Bobadilla was, to be 


sure, invested with dangerous powers, 
but not with more dangerous ones than 
Columbus himself had possessed. When 
two such personations of unbridled au- 
thority came in antagonism the posses- 
sor of the greater authority is sure to 
confirm himself by commensurate exac- 
tions upon the other.

He might have been more prudent of 


his own state, and remembered thai 
such a trust might at any time be re- 
called and that such an abandonment 
comes very easy to all governments iu 
emergencies.

Some of the old 
confederates of lloldan became indig- 
nant at the way he had dared to turn 
upon his former associates. A tour was 
made through tlie country whore the 
late mutineers were settled, and their 
sympathies, wete readily enlisted against 
both lloldan and the Admiral. But the 
latter being informed of the plan of the 
plotters, he, sped iu the night and sur- 
prised them in their foi t; the ringleader 
was pushed head-long from the battle- 
ment, the other coiifedei.ites were iron- 
ed iu confinement. 
The revolt was 


summarily crushed. Columbus had per- 
haps never got his colony under better 
control than existed after tins vigorous 
exhibition of bis authority. 


Early in the morning ot August 23d, 


3-300, two caravels, were descried off the 
harbor of St. Domingo. The Admiral's 
brother, Diego, was in authority. Co- 
lumbus and Bartholomew were absent. 
Diego sent out a canoe to le.irn the pur- 
pose of the visitors. It returned, and 
brought word that a commissioner was 
come to inquire into the late rebellion of 
IiOlilan. Diego's messenger had at the 


the full powers which had been 
Bobadilla in civil and criminal j 
dence, and another order addressed 
the "Admiral of the ocean sea," otders 
him to surrender all royal property, 
ports, arms or otherwise, into Boba- 
dilla's hands; and another letter ad- 
dressed to the Admiral reads thus: 
"We have directed Francisco de Boba- 
dilla, the bearer of this, to tell you for 
us of ceitain things to be mentioned by 
him. 
',Ve ask \-ou to give faith and 


surrender. This Columbus did, assuring 
the Adelantado of their safety in trust- 
ing to the later justice of the Crown 
Bartholomew obeyed, but it is said that 
he came in no accommodating spirit 
and was captured while in advance of 
his force. He also was placed in irons 
and confined in one of the caravels. It 
was Bobadilla's purpose to keep the 
loaders apart, so there could be no eon- 
cert of action, and even to prevent see- 
ing any one who could inform them of 
the progress of the inquest, which was at 
once begun. All tin's precipitancy and 
harshness seems to liave been unjustifi- 
able in the absence of an armed opposi- 
tion. Columbus at a later day tells us 
he was denied ample clothing, even, and 
w;ts otherwise ill treated. 


The trial was certainly a remarkable 


procedure, unless we consider it simply 
an exparte process of indictment only, 
as indeed it really was. It is likely that 
the governor was hurried to his conclu- 
sions in order to make up a show of 
necessity for his precipitate action. 
Irving allows that Bobadilla would not 
have dared to go to this length, had he 
not felt assured that "certain things" 
would not be displeasing to the King. 


As the accusations were piled up,

How the Big-Trees of California Were 


Discovered. 


One afternoon of the year 1841, Gen- 


eral John Bidwell, then a young lad anu 
a member of a hand of pioneers who had 
crossed the Kockies and were descend- 
ing the western slope of the Sierra 
Nevaiias of California, in what is now 
Calaveras county, left his companions 
and went on a hunting expedition. 


His success hi securing game is not re- 


corded, but his hunt will be forever 
memorable as probably the first occasion 
on which the giant sequoia, or -big-tree,'' 
was seen by a white man. The dusk of 
early evening caused him to hasten 
buck to camp 
without pausing to 


examine these before-unheard-of kings 
of the forest, and the urgency of press- 
ing onward to the coast prevented him 
troui returning to them. He afterward 
planned an expedition to go to Calaveras 
county for the express purpose of learn- 
ing more about the trees of which he 
had seen ouly enough to arouse his enthu- 
siasm, hut the war and the conquest of 
California, and later, the excitement 
which followed the discovery of gold, 
caused him for the -lime to abandon the 
scheme. 


Eleven years passed, and the big-tree 


although it had been discovered, was still 
practically unknown. 
Then, in the 


spring of 1852, writes Mr. Shinn. to whom 
we owe this account, a hunter, while 
pursuing a wounded grizzly, found the 
sequoia grove in Calaveras. lie evident- 
ly stayed long enough to become im- 
pressed by the size of the trees, for on 
returning to his comrades they refused 
to believe his stories, nor would they go 
with him to the scene of his alleged dis- 
covery.

It was quite evident th.it Ferdinand, 


who had never warmed to the Admiral's 
enthusiasm, had long been conscious 
that in the exclusive and extended pow- 
ers which had been given to Columbus 
a serious administrative blunder had 
been made. lie said as much at a later 
day to Ponce de Leon who had asked for 
similar powers for himself, but was re- 
fused. 


The Queen had been faithful, but the 


recurrent charges had given, of late, a 
wrench to her constancy. Was it not 
certain that something must be wrong, 
or these accusations would not go on in- 
creasing. Had not the great discoverer 
fulfilled his mission when he unveiled a 
new world? 
Was it quite suns that the 


ability to govern it went along with the 
genius to find it? These were the ques- 
tions which Isabella began to put to her- 
self. She was not a person to hesitate 
at anything when conviction came. 
When the ships that carried to Spain a 
crowd of Roldan's followers arrived, the 
question took a fresh interest: Colum- 
bus' friends found their testimony could 
make little headway against the crowd 
of embittered witnesses on the other 
side. Isabella, besides, was forced to 
see in the slaves that Columbus had sent 
in the same ships something of an ob- 
stinate opposition to her own wishes. 
It is said, that so great was the Queen's 
displeasure that it was only the remem- 
brance of Columbus' services that saved 
him from prompt disgrace. 
Had he 


kept the colony in a condition worthy of 
her Queenly patronage, when it could be 
reported to her that the daughters of the 
caciques were found among these na- 
tives bearing their hybrid babes ? 


There were two things in recent let- 


ters of Columbus which damaged his 
cause just at this time. 
One was his 


petition for a new lease of the slave 
trade; the other was the request of Co- 
lumbus for a judge to examine the dis- 
pute between himself and Eoldan. This 


Bobadilla was soon in possession, with 


a force of armed men at his back, of 
every channel of authority. He domiciled 
himself in the house of Columbus, took 
possession of all his effects, including 
his private papers. 
Columbus himself 


was at Fort Conception when the reports 
of all this reached him, but it did not 
convey to him an adequate notion of 
what he was to encounter. The great 
audacity alarmed him, and the threats 
which Bobadilla had made of sending 
him to Spain in irons, and the known 
success of his usurpation within the 
town, were little calculated to make 
Columbus confident in the temporary 
character of the outburst. 
He met an 


ollicer bearing to him a copy of the let- 
ters under which the government had 
been assumed by Bobadilla. 


Columbus as yet could hardly have 


looked forward to any such indignity as 
manacles on lus limbs. He, in these un- 
certainties, caused it to be known that 
he considered his perpetu.il powers still 
unrevcked, if indeed, they were revo- 
cable at all. The state of his mind, 


. 


Ferdinand answered by appointing the 
commissioner whose arrival at Santo 
Domingo was already noticed. He was 
Francisco de Bobadilla, an officer of the 
royal household. 


however, was rudely garred by receiving 
a.little later, the letter addressed to him 
by the sovereigns. 
Here was tangible 


authority; and when it was accompanied 
by a summons from Bobadilla to appeal- 
before him, he hesitated no longer, and, 
with the little state befitting his disgrace, 
proceeded at once to Sunto Domingo. 


The Admiral's brother, Diego, had 


already been confined in irons on one of 
the caravals; and Bobadilla, affecting to 
believe, as Irving holds, that Columbus 
would not come in any compliant mood, 
made a bustle of armed preparation. 
There was, however, no such intention 
on Columbus' part, nor bad been, since 
the royal mandate of implicit obedience 
had been received. 
He came as quietly 


as circumstances would permit, and 
when the new governor heard he was 
within his grasp, his orders to seize him 
and throw him into prison were prompt- 
ly executed—August 23d, 1500—in the 
southeastern part of the town, the tower 
still stands, with little signs of decay, 
which then received the dejected Admi- 
ral, and from its summit all approaching 
vessels are signalled to-day. It is told 
that the shameless and graceless Cook, 
one of Columbus' own household, is the 
one who rivetted the fetters. 


While the Adelantado was at large 


with an armed force, Bobadilla was not 
altogether secure in his triumph. He 
demanded of Columbus to write to his 
brother and counsel him to come in and 


.•oyage or shortly after bis return, Co- 
lumbus wrote and sent to the nurse of 
Prince Juan, has long worked up the 
sensibilities of a world tender for his 
misfortunes. We cannot read this letter 
without compassion. 
It is of course 


necessary to allow the writer all the 
palliation that a man in his distressed 
and disordered condition might claim.

Olympia, has been successfully launched 
at San Francisco. The Olympia exceeds 
in size any of her predecessors in the 
United States Navy, and also the major- 
ity of the foreign vessels of her class.

The height of the largest known euca- 


lyptus tree is stated to be 470 feet, but 
the diameter is only twenty-seven feet. 
So while taller than the largest big-tree! 
if their proportions are the same, the 
California tree has about twice the bulk 
of the one which grows in Ausfra:ia.—

eightieth on being heated from the freez- 
ing to the boiling point."

Out Wellington Letter. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2, 1892. * 


Editor of Compiler: The work of the 


second session of the! Fifty-second Con- 
gress really began this week, although 
there is not a quorum of either House 
or Senate yet in town and the formal 
opening will not take place until next 
Monday. 
The work which was this 


week assigned to f ub-ccmmittees at a 
full meeting of the House committee on 
appropriations is the most important 
that will come before this Congress in its 
bearing; upon the immediate future of 
President-elect Cleveland's administra- 
tion aad of the Democratic party—the 
preparation of the regular appropriation 
bills that are to be passed at this session 
for the support of the Government for 
the year beginning July 1,1893, Repre- 
sentative Jiolman, chairman of the com- 
mittee, urged upon his colleagues the 
necessity for the most careful scrutiny of 
every item in each of these bills and the 
ruthless cutting out of every dollar not 
absolutely necessary to keep the Govern- 
ment wheels running. The uncertainty 
about the condition the Republicans will 
leave the Treasury in when they retire 
next year adds to the necessity for the 
most careful work on the part of these 
sub-committees. 


Aside from the regular appropriations 


there is a difference of opinion as to 
what, if any, other important legislation 
will be taken up in the House. Some 
Democrats think that the free coinage 
bill which was passed by the Senate at 
the last session and which is now on the 
House calendar, but where it cannot be 
reached without the reporting of a 
special order by the committee on Rules, 
should be taken up and passed; others 
who at one time favored free coinage 
say now that it would not be wise to 
adopt any financial legislation until after 
the tariff has been revised and its effect 
upon oilr finances ami business shall 
have been carefully observed. 


There is such a very decided sentiment 


among Democrats in favor of an income 
tax that unless it shall be thought good 
policy to let it go over until the meeting 
of the Fit ty-third Congress it is altogeth- 
er probable that the House will pass a 
bill providing for a graduated tax on all 
annual incomes in excess of $5,000. J.*o 
one expects that the present Senate will 
agree to an income tax—it contains too 
many rich Republicans—but those who 
think it should be passed at this session 
believe that it would result in making its 
popularity so plain that it would be cer- 
tain of passing the next Congress, and of 
becoming a law, although it is said that 
while Mr. Cleveland does not now exact- 
ly oppose the idea, he has not made up 
bis mind in favor of it.

Pensions. 


WASHINGTON, Sov. 20.—The enor- 


mous pension bills that the country is 
now paying and will have to continue to 
pay in the future, if the present laws re- 
main in force, are recognized by men of 
both parties as being at the bottom of 
present financial difficulty, and there is 
a growing feeling that before long some- 
tiling must be done to stop the constant 
increase in the pension appropriations or 
perhaps to reduce them below their pres- 
ent figure. Representative O'Xeill, of 
Massachusetts, who is a member of the 
sub-committee of the appropriations 
committee charged with the preparation 
of the pension bill, has made a thorough 
study of the subject, and he said today: 
"Something will have to be done to put 
a stop to the continued growth of the 
pension expenditures. We have not 
been able to do anything toward putting 
the bill in shape yet because we have not 
had Mr. Kauin's final figures. He sent 
us a statement today, but it was accom- 
panied by an explanation that there were 
some errors in it, and of course we are 
not doing anything with it. Since July, 
however, the pension has been paying 
out money at the rate of $14,000,000 per 
month, and at tliis rate the annual ex- 
penditures would be $108,000,000. The 
period covered is always the lightest in 
the year, for the reason that it covers 
the time when the clerks in the pension 
office are taking their annual leaves and 
there are fewer cases disposed of than at 
other seasons. There is, then, no reason 
to believe the expenditures will fall be- 
low the present rates, but rather that 
they increase," 


COMMISSIONER RjUTM'S FIGURES. 


Mr. O'Xeill referred to the figures 


submitted by Mr. Ifcium and showed 
that there are now more than 900,000 
applications for pension now on file a- 
waiting the action of the bureau, and he 
said it would be impossible with all 
these cases awaiting action for the limit 
of the pension expenditure to be reached 
in the next fiscal year, as had been said 
by General Raum would be the case.

HOYT 
DEAD.—Ex- 


Governor Henry M. Hoyt died at his 
home in Wilkesbarre, Thursday morn- 
ing. 
He had been suffering for the last 


four years, from disease contracted in 
the army, the immediate cause of death 
being paralysis, The ex-Governor was 
born in Luzerne County, in 1830, grad- 
uated from Williams College in 1849, 
read law and was admitted to the 
Wilkesbarre tar. At the breaking out 
of the Civil war he organized the 52d 
Regiment and was commissioned its 
IJeut-Colonel. He served with great 
credit and was mustered out with tbe 
rank of Brevet Brigadier-General. He 
became the Kepublican Candidate for 
Governor in 1878 and was elected. He 
made a very efficient Executive and 
while in office became an Independent. 
He opposed Beaver's election in 1SS2 
and helped to effect Pattison's first elec- 
tion. The funflral took place on Satur- 
day. 


THE reception which was accorded to 


Hon. Wm. F. Harrity, at the Philadel- 
phia Academy of Music, on Tuesday 
night, was a most interesting and agree- 
able event. It was the occasion for the 
assembling of the most distinguished 
and inlluential Democrats of Philadel- 
phia and of a large part of Pennsylva- 
nia, and so high is the personal esteem 
and respect in which Mr. Harrity is 
held in his own city that not a few He- 
publicans were on hand to testify their 
good will toward their fellow-townsman. 
The significance of tliis event and of the 
generous recognition of Mr. Harrity's 
services lies in the fact that he came out 
of the management of a great national 
campaign with perfect personal honor 
and with no scandals or tain.,s or sus- 
picion of taints on his garment.

Don't water the horse when overheat- 


ed. 


Don't keep animals in close, dark sta- 


bles. 


Don't approach a horse in a way to 


startle it.

Don't let your horse stand in manure 


or wet places, unless you want him to 
have the thrush. 


Dontcall on your neighbors for favors 


if you can avoid it; you will be more 
kindly received when you do. 


Dont put lime on stable manure. It 


changes the nitrogen into ammonia, 
which is volatile and escapes. 


Don't forget that a box stall is much 


better than a long narrow one for the 
horses. 


Don't use soap and water to wash 


dairy utensils; rinse first with cold water, 
then wash with hot water, in which a 
handful of salsoda has been thrown, 
then scour with salt, finishing by rinsing 
with boiling-hot water. 


Cleaning Tan. 


r Notwithstanding the old idea that 
really good furs will wear forever, the 
owner of a nice sealskin jacket or a fine 
ermine cape cannot repress a sigh of dis- 
appointment when she looks at her furs 
for the first time since their long summer 
seclusion. 


"It may be true,'' sighs she, "that my 


furs will never wear out, but it is equal- 
ly true that they look very shabby after 
lying in a camphor chest for six months. 
"Why, some of this fur is so flattened that 
it actually looks as if it were moth eaten. '' 


If a fuirier has had charge of the furs 


during the summer they are all right 
now, for a dealer has every convenience 
for cleaning and keeping furs, but if the 
home mother has takeu them into her 
own keeping she will no doubt be glad at 
this time to learn how her treasures may 
be renovated and made as "good as new." 


Ermine and sealskin are best cleaned 


with soft flannel. Kub the fur delicately 
against the grain, and when it has been 
thoroughly lifted and reversed, so to 
speak, dip the flannel into common Hour 
and rub lightly any spots that look dark 
or dirty. Shake the fur well and rub 
with a clean, dry tlannel until the Hour 
is all removed. 


Sable, chinchilla, squirrel and monkey 


skin may be very nicely cleaned with hot 
bran. Get a small quantity of bran meal 
and heat it in the oven until it is ,juite 
warm. Rub stiffly into the fur and leave 
for a few minutes before shaking to free 
it from the bran. 


Mink may be cleaned and freshened 


with warm cornmeal, and, like the other 
short haired furs, may be done without 
removing the lining. But the long hair- 
ed furs are best ripped apart and freed 
from stuffing and lining.—JV. 1". World. 


TIIEUE is almost as much wasted on 


the farm sometimes as is consumed or 
sold, and with the system of manage- 
ment practiced with straw and fodder 
by farmers, they lose more than they 
are aware of. The attempt to save labor 
by refusing to properly store and use 
some kinds of cattle foods entails a loss 
greater than the labor saved, and com- 
pels the farmer to buy food when he 
really should not do so. There is no 
reason why a farmer should use hay on- 
ly when he can make his hay do better 
service by the ultilization of his fodder 
and straw.

"We 
should suggest that any careful farmer 
could keep one sheep to every acre con- 
tained in the farm, besides his other 
necessary stock, such as work horses and 
milk cows. No unnecessary stock should 
be kept.—Ex. 


DON'T sell your corn, but feed it first 


to pigs or steers, and thus secure the 
manure from the animals. If you se- 
cure nothing from the sale of stock 
other than the cost of the food and la- 
bor, the manure will, of itself be a fair 
I«roat. Manure from animals that have 
been fed upon grain is more valuable 
than when the food is less concentrated, 
and the profit from the manure is often 
greater than that from the products of 
the animal.
